East IniUan Sporting Sketches.—No. 26. 

1 have gi7en descriptions of two ways of hunting 
tigers, and each of them is in Us way exciting; but 
there is no way of pursuing the royal game so exhila¬ 
rating as on an elephant's back. As I have before 
said, this method can only be practiced in a level 
country, tolerably or entirely free from forest trees, 
where the elephants can quarter the ground and beat 
up such places as would be dangerous to man. 

In the hot weather of 186-, when up in the Central 
Province hills, I made a brief halt at Cbindwarrah with 

P-, of the police, and whilst there, news came in 

that a large niamating tigress had been ■ securely 
marked down in some corinda Jungle on the 
Peach, some 16 miles from the station. The chief of 
police was then at Cbindwarrah with his daughter, and 
to him of course the news was carried, so that he might 
have a chance of killing the tiger if he so pleased. Col. 

M-at once gave orders to prepare tor the hunt, 

which was t<5 be by elephants, as he bad two finely 
trained hunters with his train that were warranted to 
stand fire or receive the charge of any number of tigera. 
This tatter is the Important quality in a tiger-hunting 


I elephant, as, should be cut it and run, a spill and a 
j serious accident would be pretty sure to result. 

I Miss M-chanced to be in the room when P- 

I and I walked in to tell the news, and when the orders 
I were given for the bunt, she distinctly stated her inten¬ 
tion to be a witness of the chase. Bhe had a will of 
her own and carried the doy, so that arrangements 
were made to accommodate her. 

We were not long in getting under way, as the big¬ 
wigs in office «n India have every comfort and luxury 
at their command and “take no heed for the morrow," 
but simply give orders with the comfortable assurance 
that they will be carried out, not only to the letter, but 
to the utmost extent of the spirit. That evening we all 
dined at Marchegnra, and slumbered in our camp-beds 
in happy anticipation of the sport of the morrow. 

The morning broke hot and still, so P-and I went 

down to the big reach for a swim before breakfast, feel¬ 
ing that to fish on the. morn of a tiger hunt would be 
crowding too much cxcitemcut into twenty-four hours 
Of course we did not take a gun with us, as the firing 
of a shot might give the alarm to the lad^' we had come 
to call upon, who even then might be couching in the 
jungle at ih"bottom of the reach, which wnsn.s likely 
a spot for tigers as any' that could be named. 

As wo strolled back to camp, I, in pnrliculur, was 
impressed by the mighty aniiy of followers attached to 
the menage of our worthy friend, the chief. Six large 
tents were spread for our use under the grateful shade 
of the mango tope, supplemented by a small one which 
was the lady’s bath and dressing-room, aud a very large 

one which was the office tent of Col. M-; the other 

tents were there for the accommodation of the mag 
nates of the native official staff of clerks and subordin. 
utes. Resides these were all the lascars—tent raisers— 
camel drivers, dhoolie bearers, horse keepers, and the 
myriad swarm attendant upon Anglo-Indian dignity. 
It must not be thought that the white man requires all 
this attendance, for he would rather be without it, but 
caste, religion, sect, and native official pride jiuts every 
nigger above bis work, and he will only undertake that 
which be is hired for, and rarely accomplish that satis: 
factorily. It requires one nfitive to drive another, and 
for this reason all those who have an extensive estab¬ 
lishment ha\ e a head man—butler—whose duty Is to 
see that the iutcrior economy works well and without 
hitches. lie is a great man, and makes a good thing 
out of his position over and above his pay, as all the 
village traders pay tribute to him to gain the custom of 
the establishment, each in his particular line. The stay 

of such an establishment as M-'s at any oue locality 

for a week is the making of all those who secure the 
custom. 

Whei-c a man works for 68 a mouth, to get some 
$80 or |40 at a haul is indeed a big bonanza. 

But to “return toour mutton.” We breakfasted, and 

at about 10 a. u. mounted our elephants. P-and I 

were on one, and Col. M-and bis daughter on the 

other trained elephant, whilst some five or six half- 
broken animals were to assist in the beating. As we 
were starting, the report came in (hat the tiger had 
killed a cow that morning, and had gone down to a jun¬ 
gle some three miles from camp and in a reach of the 


river. Of course we wanted to go down to this at once, 

but P-, who knew something of the habits of the 

tiger, surmised that the cow killed was by a second 
enenty, and that our original object was perhap.s 
couched in her regular lair within half a mile of our 
camp. 

After discussing the pros and cons, it was decided 
that we should work right down the river bed, beating 
every piece of jungle as we went. This we did, hut 
without any further result than the scattering of innu¬ 
merable pea fowl and many a jackal and spotted deer. 
At last we came to the tract which was said to contain 
the tigress, and over which the local trackers were still 
watching with the ussuraocc that their vigil was not in 
vain. 

Three elephants, aud a number of beaters with 
matchlocks, drums, cymbals and fireworks were sent 

into the cover, whilst P-and I on the one bank, and 

the Colonel on the other, kept a little ahead of them to 
look out for the object of our solicitude, as the rocky 
and thickly wooded nature of the cover wo.s detriment- 

ul to -shooting. In a short time, P-, who was in the 

from seat of the howdab and very iulcnlly looking 
aiieud, raised his rific and fired, and as I looked in the 
direclion of his directed rifie, I c.augbt sight of a tawny 
form bounding up the opposite bank of the river. I 

fired almost simultaneously with P-'s second barrel, 

and both balls took effect; the tiger rolled down the 
bank and we could not get a view of him for a further 
discharge, but the Colonel coming up to the edge of 
the bank, evidently saw our friend making off, for he 
opened fire and ended his agony with the first shot. 

A halt was called, the tiger was brought up to the 

bank where P-and I had joined the Colonel, anil a 

general talk and examination ensued. Kvery ball bad 
taken cfl'cct, but the Colonel's shot through the head 

hud finished him. P-, however, said “this is not the 

man-eater, for it is a male, whereas the object of our 
search is a female.” Still nothing could be done, as 
theic was only news of this one beast being a foot. As 
it was late, it was voted to go to camp and tiffin, aud 
try again up the river in the aftcrunun. 

In going through some heavy grass jungle on ihc 
peninsula enclosed between our reach, the bend, 
and the tiger reach of the river, we determined to 
seperale and try for some veuisou for dinner. About 

three-fourths of a mile from camp, P-and 1 wen- 

suddenly startled by a roar, an almost instantaneou.s 
double shot and a simultaneous trumpeting from an 
elephant, and on looking toward the point of commo¬ 
tion, saw that a tiger was fixed upon the bead of the 
Colonel’s elephant. We dared not fire as we were too far 
ort', but our elephant was urged to a gallop. As we ap¬ 
proached, Miss M-took up the the spare rifle in 

front of her and banded it to her father with the great¬ 
est cooloess. He, placing the muzzle almost against 
the beast’s bend, fired, aud it dropped off dead as a 
atone, and lay motionless at the feet of the trembling 
elephant. 

The tale is told; in brushing through some long grass 

they suddenly aroused the tigress. Col. M-fired and

A Fight with an OUgorus. 

The so-called cod-fish of the Murray and its tributii- 
ry waters, bus been described as ** a bug€i dull, stupid 
brute, obstinate as a pig, strong as a bullock, and no 
good for sport." To some extent the Oligorus deserves 
this character, but under certain conditions be can, and 
does, afford the angler what he so ardently d^tres— 
good sport. An hour and a half's drive from Craig a, 
at Ballarat, brought two of us lately to the bunks of a 
nice stream, where the cod were said to be so abundant. 
Our camp was soon fixed, tent erected, sleeping ar- 
rangcment.i seen to, supper over, pipes lighted, and, 
with a good couple of hours before dark awaiting us, 
we opened out our tackle, and commenced to select 
something to suit the water and the fish, ^cither H. 
nor the writer knew much about cod fishing, and, 
though we had tackle fit enough for much larger fish 
than wc expected, we were by no means certain how to 
go about the business. 

As a preliminary, we hud pul together two of Far- 
low’s Indian cane 15 ft. rods, which, with reels to fit 
and strong lines, looked formidable enough to our way 
of thinking. A man—a small fanner, who resided on

ing him “butt," worked him to the bank. He was 
gaffed In a trice, and soon lay flapping on the sward, a 
beauty weighing wflhin an ounce or so of 43 lbs. It was 
quite dusk by the lime we had reached the 
over our“cold wilhout”ahd pipes we acknowledged that, 
though fifty minutes of bang running had been necc^ 
sary to secure the fish, he was, after all, a prize worth 
having. __ 


here; there’s plenty of fish in the crock, but 1 aon I ^ 
think you're going to catch them the way you're going „ 
about it. TAo my advice, den’l spoil those toou rods; j 
you’ll only break them, and lose the fish. I’ll tell you g 
how to catch ’em. You don’t want rods at all; this is 
the article”—pointing to some very stout whipcord ly- \ 
ing at the mouth of one of the bags on the grass, lou 
want twenty yards of this, a big hook, and a lump of ] 
bullock's liver, about a couple of pounds; throw the j 
line into the dark hole by the stump there, and keep as j 
quiet as mice. When you see the float go undei', haul , 
away like grim death. That’s how we catch cod here. 
Advice, however kindly given, is not always ncied up- , 
on, so with a good bye, and the promise of some fresh 
milk and eggs in the morning, he left us. Harry soon 
settled matters, “Look here, old fellow; I ve no doubt 
yon farmer is right, as far as his knowledge e-xtends ; 
out we cannot go to work in his way. Our friend Oii- 
gorus is, after all, a perch—an—Australian one, per¬ 
haps; but still a perch he is, and nothing else. fSow 
let us treat him os such, and invite him to sup off some 
of those big minuows. Ahl here’s a whopper’—the 
minnow was at least four inches in length. Wow 
then, my little friend, we will see what Master Codhsh 
thinks of you." We put the minnows on gimp hooks, 
and went to work. , , i 

The evening was close and dull, not a breath o* 
stirring, and the sun, wrapped up in a thick parcel of 
rose-tinted clouds, would pop down beneath the w'esl- 
ern horizon in less than half an hour. It was a glori¬ 
ous evening for angling, and with high hopes we were 
soon wetting the lines. 

An unbroken reach of good water, some mile and a 
half in extent, stretched away from in front of the 
camp to the lake, into which the creek emptied itself. 
The banks were ail that one could desire; free from 
snags, reeds, or other obstructions, and shelved down 
nicely to the water. We trolled for half an hour with¬ 
out success. Waterfowl splashed amongst the inlands 
of sedges further down stream; ring plover waded in 
and out the shallows, and the brighl-plumaged Dacelo 
hovered over the water and flitted about the gnarled 
trunks of the trees above the reach. Quiet cattle oame 
down lowing from the grass pastures to drink, and a 
sober family party of pelicans swam quietly about at 
the confluence of lake and creek. The scene was a 
lovely one, but the cod were either not on the feed or 
did not relish the bill of fare provided. "Another ten 
minutes.” from Harry, “and then we’ll wind lyi fb® 
present." “Wait till the moon gets up, old fellow ; 
ha! ba!” 

But what wii9 the matter with H.? He had struck 
his rod into the bank by the spear, and was in the act 
of culling up some cavendish, when down came pipe, 
knife and tobacco, and their owner gave a jump as if 
bitten by a snake. “The gaff; Fred ! He’s at me, and 
by Jove he’s a big ’un.’’ H. now, rod in band, wm 
ready and eager for the fray. “What is it, old fel¬ 
low?” “Oh, don’t know yet. Come on; he’s off down 
stream.” The fish ran, so did the line, and H. Down 
mid-channel the taut line, at an angle of forty-flve, cut 
the smooth mirror-like water like a knife.

Judge Bruce, this morning, rendered his decision in 
the Tiius-Oatcs divorce case, granting a decree of di¬ 
vorce to Mrs. Alice O. Titus from Trnry W. Titus. 
The maiden name (Alice O. Gales) of the plaintifl is 
restored, as is also the properly which passed to I tus 
bv their marriage. This is all she asks. Mr. Titus, 
when last beard from, was .starring his vvay in Austra¬ 
lia lie is said to be in Sydney this week, where he Is 
reorcsculing Mile. Dc Murskii, and probably has never 
heard of the suit. The suit which has thus been de¬ 
cided has been in progress since the iWiU day of last 
July when Mrs. TMtus’ pclilion was tiled. In this pe¬ 
tition she states that they were married on the 23d day 
of November, 1878; that after this marriage, and with¬ 
out fault on her part, Titus coniracicd the habit of 
drunkenesB, accompanied with a wasting of lus estate 
without making any suitable provision (or, in fact, any 
provision whatever,) for her support. She further 
states that for the last year or more, beginning in June, 
1873 Titus has behaved toward hefin such an inhuman 
manner as to indicate a settled aversion to her, and as 
to destroy permanently her peace and happiness if she 
longer remains with him.

The death of Susan Denln is announced. It resu'I- 
cd probably from injuries sustained by the fall of a 
stage-bridge at Indianapolis about two weeks ago. 
Miss Denin was thrown on the boards with great vio¬ 
lence, but it was supposed at the time that she would 
suffer no serious consequences. She sank gradually, 
however, and early yesterday morning she breathed 
her last at Bluff ton, Ind. Miss Denln was well known 
to the Chicago public, both as a stock and “ » 
resB. Kate and Susan Denin made their debut at the 
Old Centre Street Theatre in Cleveland in 1853. They 
appeared in “Romeo and Juliet,” Kate taking the male 
and Susan the female part. They gave eclat to their 
debut by attempting to horsewhip a newspaper man 
who had written a tierce criticism of their performan¬ 
ces, and they came oft' second-best in the encounter. 
The affair made a great stir in both professions. Kate 
and Susan remained together for ten or twelve years, 
the former frequently playing male parts. tiMlij, 
they separated, and Kate is now in California.

Antiquity aud Origin of Setters and Pointers. 
There appears to be a great diversity of opinion 
among the sportsmen of this country touching the 
derivation and purity, or mixture of blood, of the orig¬ 
inals of the setter and pointer. Various staieinents 
have been published from time, and some writers have 
even given'diruclions for breeding sporting dogs by a 
series of crosses from animals with no natural sporting 
instincts, clainiing Ibis as the method by which our 
favorites have been evolved. Over and above explod¬ 
ing such nonsensical theories, it seems to us, that every 
one of the most legitimate doubts and queries cun be 
fully satisfied, by an examination of the recognized 
authoiiiies of the old world, wbodraw theirconclusions 
from the most complete and reliable works attainable 
at the present time. 

The nest of modern writers, among whom we may 
mention “ Stongchenge,” " Lnveruck,” and “Idstone," 
ail say that the Setter is a direct descendant of ihe 
land Spaniel, and speak of a " Setting Spaniel” as the 
first Setter. There is no doubt that this is a correct 
theory, and that our Setter is a pure, unadulterated, 
but improved Spaniel. “ Stonehenge” says ; ‘‘A Duke 
• of Northumberland trained one to set birds in 1555, and 
shortly after the Setter was produced.” It must be 
borne in mind that the " Setting Spaniel" was a very 
different dog from the Spaniel of the present time, 
which does not as a rule, and never has displayed, a 
faculty for setting or pointing game. It is conceded 
that the setting Spaniel acquired the habit of dropping 
when he came to birds, by being used by netters, bis 
crouching altitude allowing the net to be drawn over 
him and the game. This peculiarity was for many 
years transmitted to the Setter, which invariably 
crouched or set, instead of standing to point as the 
Pointer has always done. 

“ Idstone,” in his work on the dog says : “ The Eng¬ 
lish Setter was known in England many years before 
the Pointer was introduced, and I have little doubt that 
he followed the Romans, or was brought with them.” 
“ Stonehenge” also says; “ He is the most national of 
all our dogs, and certainly has existed for four centu¬ 
ries.” In another place he quotes from the work of 
Richard Surtict, who wrote in the year IflOO, and as the 
extract contains a good description of the original 
Setter, we give a portion of it as follows ; After de¬ 
scribing Spaniels ‘ which delight in plains and the open 
fields,’ and others more adapted for covert, he goes on 
to say, ■ There is another tort of land epannyelt 
which are called settlrs, and they differ nothing 
from the former but in inttruction and obedience, 
tor these must neither huntc, range, nor retaine more 
or less than as the master appoinlctb, taking the whole 
limit of whatsoever they do from the eie or hand of 
their instructor. They must never quest at any time, 
what occasion soever shall happen, but as being dogs 
without voices, so they must hunt close and mute. And 
when they come upon the haunt of that they hunt, they 
shall sodainely slop and fall down upon their bellies 
and so leisurely creep by degrees to the game till they 
come within two or three yards thereof, or so ncare 
that they cannot press nearer without danger of re¬ 
trieving. Then should youre setter Hick, and by no 
persuation go further till yourself come in and use your 
pleasure.’ ” 

We can find no writer of repute who speaks of any 
cross being introduced to perfect the Setter or bring 
him to his present symmetry of form and action. We 
are justified, then, in supposing that the dogs of this 
day are the result of scientific breeding from selected 
specimens, and that the variations of different breeds 
in color and style has been proiluced simply by clima¬ 
tic influences, or the fancy of individual breeders. 

The trans-Atlantic Setter family is now divided into 
three great national classes, the English, Irish, and 
Gordon or Scotch varieties; each with its strongly 
marked distinctions of form, color, and style of per¬ 
formance. These may be considered the only setters 
worthy of note; for though there are certainly a num¬ 
ber of continental breeds, they cannot compare with 
those. 

It was nut until the Setter bad been for many years a 
resident of Great Britain that the Pointer made his first 
appearance in that realm, being imported from Spain 
by some admirer of bis keen nose and indomitable 
staunchness.. The original color was liver and white, 
and the dog was largc-boned, with a heavy head and 
slack loins. In the field he possessed exquisite scent¬ 
ing powers, but was surly and cross in disposition, 
stubborn, and almost devoid of affection for his mas¬ 
ter. Of his origin nothing is positively known, b it 
most of the old-time authorities consider him a cross 
from some of the larger hounds. 

Whatever may have been the descent ef the old 
Spaniard, whether pure or of hound extraction as these 
authors assert, the modern Pointer is essentially a 
made-up dog. From bis alow and pottering style, the 
Spaniard soon came to be regaided with disfavor, and 
breeders cost about them for some cross which would 
produce a dog perpetuating the nose and staunchness 
of his ancestor, but gifted with a belter form and more 
speed. To gain these. Fox-hound blood was introdu¬ 
ced with the happiest results; and towards the close of 
the last century, “Dash,” a liver and white dog belong¬ 
ing to Col. Thornton, showed such superior qualities 
that he was sold for one hundred and twenty guineas 
and a cask of Madeira. This cross introduced differ¬ 
ent colors, and we have now the self or uniform colors, 
—such as white, liver, lemon, black,—and the block 
and tan, and mixed colors. Various other crosses have 
been introduced from time to time, as experiments, un¬ 
til the dew of to-day la the result of several combined 
strabis of blood. 

The Pointer has no such strongly marked natural di- 
Tisions as the Setter, and Ihe priucipul distinctions be¬ 
tween families lie in the color (which has been adopted 
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and bored by different sportsmen) and the size. This 
last is divided by English show judges into three class¬ 
es. viz., large, medium and small. The weight of the 
large Pointer is from seventy pounds upwards; of the 
medium, from fifty-five to sixty, and of the small 
variety from forty-five to fifty, the bitches in each 
class being from five to ten pounds lighter than the 
dogs. 

From a summing up of the authorities we have quo¬ 
ted, and those which our space will not allow us to re¬ 
fer to, it is evident to us that as a race the iiciter is of 
pouter, or, in other words, less mixed blood than the 
Pointer. Since the origin of the old Spanish Pointer 
cannot be determined, it is impossible to say which is 
the older, but with, according to “ Stonehenge,*'/o«r 
centuries of known existence, the Setter is certainly 
old enough to meet the requirements of the most exact¬ 
ing of sporting antiquarians. ^ 

Bench .Shows. 

To Thk Field ;—Already sportsmen in all parts of 
the country are alive to the interest being taken in the 
improvement of the canine race. Gentlemen who en¬ 
joy field sports seem imbued with a desire to appear 
before their brother sportsmen with dogs that ore as 
near perfect in form and education as they can be ; for 
which purpose pure bred dogs, be they setter, pointer 
or spaniel, must be had; but there are many who can 
not tell a well bred dog from the mongrel, and il 
is to Bench Shows they must look for information. 
Here they may see not only all breeds of dogs, but 
many of the same breed, and by comparing them may 
arrive at some conclusion which to them seems the bet¬ 
ter of^ each class, but it is on the judges many will 
rely with implicit confidence for their opinion, conse¬ 
quently great care should be used in their selection. 

T hey should be gentlemen above reproach, those who 
have not only read and studied the characteristics of 
the difi'erenl breeds, knowing the points of well bred 
stocks ; but they should be men who have had expe¬ 
rience in shooting and working dogs. It is always to 
be expected that some will not be satisfied with any de¬ 
cision but their own, as nearly every sportsman has the 
idea he has got as good as there is to be had, even 
though when questioned regarding the breeding they 
know nothing. As an instance of this I will state, 
but a short time since I was invited by u friend to see 
a brace of ihe finest pointers in the west. He said they 
were thoroughbred and beauties ol course. I could 
not lose the chance of seeing such beauties, and went 
with him to see, what ? A brace of droppers sired by 
a setter dog out of a pointer bitch, looking to one not 
well acquainted with dogs, like as he had stated, point¬ 
ers. "iou may.imagine his astonishment when I 
asked the owner which parent was a setter, who. 
knowing 1 had some knowledge of dogs answered, the 
father. Had these dogs been entered ut a Bench Show 
in either setter or pointer class and properly judged, 
they would have been entirely ignored, being of neither 
breed pure. We have now in this country somb veri- 
fine dogs of the sporting class. These dogs and 
bitches will generally be found at our Bench Shows, 
and thus far have carried oil’ most of the prizes. But 
forone, I contend there shouid be a class of native 
bred setters and pointers ; so by having classes both for 
native and imported all will stand an equal chance for 
prizes. It yet remains to be decided whether the im¬ 
ported or native dogs (so called) is the better for our 
western sports, or which will prove the winner on the 
Bench. 1 am glad to find sportsmen in Ihe west are 
looking forward with considerable interest to the grand 
Bench Show in Chicago next January, where already 
many of the leading gentlemen connected with field 
sports have sigidficd their intention to exhibit some of 
the best imported as well as native slocks. The ten¬ 
dency of such e.\hibitions is to enable nil to comp.ire 
the relative merits of the different strains exhibited, 
and thereby to be better able in future to judge be¬ 
tween the pure bred and mongrels. 

Nothing but exhibitions of this kind have ever 
brought any particular breed of horses, cattle, poul¬ 
try, etc., prominently before the public. When their 
merits having become known their value bus greatly 
been enhanced, it will be the same with dogs. If any 
particular breed can take the lead and maintain it on 
Its merits, that breed will be well worth having. Who 
knows but some one in the West has the champion 
setter, pointer or spaniel, which if only shown may be 
the source of a large revenue. For that reason, 1 any, 
attend and support Bench Shows by exhibiting your 
stock. If you have not a prize winner to-day, try and 
have one at the next exhibition. At shows I have 
attended the natives have carried off their full share of 
prizes. ___ “Sh.vmkock." 

“ Sliainrock’s” Reply to “ Mohawk.” , 

To Tjie Field :—“ Mohawk” in j'our issue of last i 
week asks, *' why if Shauii’ock aud bis friends were so 
ready to meet the imjiortcd dogs in the field they were I 
not at Memphis, where the ojiporiunity they are now ■ 
so anxious for could have been so easily had?” I take 
pleasure in informing Mohawk, myself and fiiends I 
knew but little how Field Trials were conducted, and ' 
what was really required to win a first prize. But I ' 
have now the knowledge, having been ut the Memphis j 
Field Trials, which 1 think well establishes the fact, 
that as yet, the Natives have not been surpassed in 
their competition in the field. At least, I bill to see 
where the imported stock were entitled to such extrav¬ 
agant praise as lues since been awarded them by 
Mohawk. They did not win a first prize when compet¬ 
ing against native stock, and only in competition 
amongst *' blue blooded” pups of 'the same litter did 
they come to the front. 

Myself and western friends are now better posted on 
Field Trials than we were before witnessing the one 
at Memphis. That more than anything else makes us 
feel that it will not do to dispense with native stock 
just yet. “One swallow does not make a summer," I 
neither docs one victory for native stock decide there 1 


IS none better. Another year may reverse the results of 
this, but I have doubts about it, which will end only 
when the next trial la over, and shouid all go well it 
will aftord me pleasure to meet friend Mohawk with a 
brace of natives to compete against a brace of 
imported, at the Memphis trials of 1876.

Suffocation of the Soted Setters, Bismarck and His 
Sister Pliicbe. 

A case of cruelty to unimais is presented to iho Phila¬ 
delphia public, the chnruclerof which is aggravated bv 
the fUct that one of the victims is the rcpre.scutativ'e 
bunting dog of America—the famous setter Bismarck 
or, as he was familiarly called, “Biz"—the property cf 
Mr. David Brooks, of this city. While being expressed 
from State Centre, Marshall county, Iowa, to this city 
the dog “Biz” and his sister Pha-be w-as sulloeated to 
death by the negligence ol the messenger. The con¬ 
signee, Mr. Shipman, placed them in a large box, with 
holes bored in the sides and open slats on the top, fur¬ 
nished with water, basin, and proper food. They w ere 
placed in the corner of a forty foot cur, and it appeans 
they passed through Chicago and Pittsburg all right. 
The express messenger surrounded them on all sides 
with coops containing chickens, which he had received 
us freight between here and Pittsburg, and then when 
the train reached West Philadeiphia, closed the doors 
of the car tight, which contained a healed stove, and 
left the blooded animals and feathered tribe to peri.sh 
by suffocation during the two hours illook to bring the 
car by the mule team to the depot at Sixteenth and 
Alarket streets. The dog.s had been dead about twenty 
minutes w hen taken out of the cur. The case has ex¬ 
cited not only the indignation of the sportsmen aud 
gunning fraternity of this city and country —for Bis¬ 
marck’s reputation, both as a hunting dog aud a breed¬ 
er, is known throughout the country to hundreds who 
do not know even the name of his master—but also the 
attention of the Society for the Preveiiliouof Cruelty to 
Animals. The express messenger was arrested and 
taken before Alderman Urian, of this city, who fined 
him ^10 for the cruelty to each dog and ^3 costs, ma¬ 
king f23 in ail. 

Bismarck w-as a cross between an Irish setter and a 
"while Belton” setter bitch, brought from England by 
a gentleman of Cedar Rapid.s, Iowa, in 18li4. The bitch 
was then about six months old. She proved a famous 
“chicken” dog, uncqualed for speed and nose. She 
had her first litter ol pupa from an Irish red setter ta¬ 
ken to Iowa by a party of Englishmen, who went to 
lowtt to shoot chickens (grouse) in 1868. There was 
nothing remarkable about the dog, which was left ut 
Marshaltowu. “Biz" was of ibis litter, and was like 
his nioihcr, all white except two red spots. He was 
large, measuring in every point more than the culc- 
braied Gordon setter “Kent,''e.xcepi in height, in which 
he was one inch less; when thin and in hunting condi¬ 
tion his weight was sixty-eight pounds; out of hunting 
season his weight was seventy-five pounds. He was 
seven years old on the Ist of last April. “Biz" was 
trained by V. J. Shipman, a dry gowls merchant oi 
Btiite Centre, Marshall county, Iowa. His great points 
were speed, endurance, nose, staunchness, docility and 
intelligence. He was broken on grouse, and has been 
hunted on them in lowii every season. Mr. Shipman 
would uot part with him to Mr. Brooks at any price 
when the latter first saw him in 1870, but subsequently 
parted with him for the reason that many of his dogs 
hud been poisoned, and “Biz” hud also been tauipereU 
w-ilh; but he never missed the grouse season in Iowa, 
as he accompanied bis owner there every year. His 
speed was tremendous, exceeding that of the fastest 
pointers fully fifty pet- cent. By good judges he was 
thought logo one huudred and twenty five miles a day, 
and Air. Brooks has frcqui-ntly hunted with him three 
days in succession. His style was magnificent, and he 
couid wind his game a long distance, coming to the 
point often too tar from the game to be within proper 
or ordinary shot. He dropped to shot, retrieved splen¬ 
didly, and never lost a crippled bird or failed to find 
the dead ones. He never saw any quail until he was 
brought to Philadelphia. He was three years old when

to secure them; where there i.s a double cross of trot¬ 
ting blood in the parents they will be more sure to im¬ 
part It to their cofts. Inbred progenitors are more like- 
iv to perpetuate the strong characteristics of the fam¬ 
ily. They have a positive inheritance that is sure to 
leave Its impress uoon their stock. Breeding to rela¬ 
tives of the second degree gives a fixed type to the 
breed, and prevents its degenerating into inferior mon¬ 
grels, or entirely running out. 

If we desire to preserve the stream pure we must 
feed it from a pure fountain. All inferior strains of 
blood will corrupt the fountain head. This principle 
has caused the thoroughbred to he extensively patron¬ 
ized to avoid inferior crosses. They have been pre¬ 
served pure and unadulterated from time immemo¬ 
rial. 

The time will come when the trotter will be as per¬ 
fectly bred os the runner, when their pedigrees can be 
traced for five or six generations to some nqled trotter 
who stood so far above bis contemporaries that bis name 
will give character to all bis descendants. It behooves 
the breeder to be careful how he surt'i i-s those worthless 
mongn‘l.s to creep in and rob his slock of their rich in¬ 
heritance. He may introduce \ice or disease into his 
nock from a single cross that will take years to obliter¬ 
ate. Good temper and n sound constitution are tbe 
foundations of success in breeding. Appropriate food 
clean well-ventilated stables, and suitable exercise, are 
artificial stimulants necessary to the production of good 
horses. They must be well fed, well raised, and train¬ 
ed to e.xert their utmo.st powers, to develop all the 
forces of young promising colls. The high tirices paid 
for good steppers will warrant the outlay. They in¬ 
crease in value in a ten fold proportion as they become 
developed to knock off the seconds low down in the 
twenties. The recent sale of Grafton and other trot¬ 
ters at high figures show that there will always be a 
demand for the best horses the market affords without 
regard to the first coat—/>elroit Leader.

Improvement of Trotters.

In tbe grand trotting circuit assembling the mighty po¬ 
tentates of the East and West, they averaged the iiiosi 
wonderful trotting ever recorded in the annals of the 
turf. According to a careful analysis of heals liy the 
associate editor of the Spirit of the Timet, oiu -lialf of 
the horses that started and won in this circuit imide 
their mile in or better, and the average of all the 
winning heals trotted at Rochester and llarlford were 
a fraction below these figures. Nineteen new liorses 
entered in this circuit made a record of 2:23 or better, 
and six old ones have repealed their old records below 
this standard. Eight of these horses trotted in 2:20 or 
better. Lulu made 2:15, and Goldsmith Maid trotted 
in 2:14i. Flora Temple was crowned the peerless queen I 
of trotters for beating 2:20 In 1859. i

Every year brings forth new subjects that make, sad I 
havoc with time. Two-twenty will be the future meas¬ 
ure of fast horses ; in 1820 three minutes was the tig- ' 
uie that measured ninety-nine out of one hundred. A 
fast era is coming to puss in which the trotting lior.se 
threatens to perform one mile in 2:10. This will prob¬ 
ably be the lowest point of speed the horse is capable 
of attaining. It will take time to reduce the |ii'e.-ent 
record; it is the work of years. It took ten j ears for 
Flora Temple to reduce the lime of Lady Suffolk ihiwn 
to 2:19i. It took Dexter eight years to reduce Flora 
Temple’s time down to 2;17i. It took Gold.-miih .Maid 
seven years to reduce DexteFs lime down to 2:11, 

These are interesting statistics to the breedi r. He 
can leam the pedigree and see the pei fomiauee of no¬ 
ted winners, and by an examination into the manner of 
raising and training be will be able to increase tbeir 
number. Every generation grows wiser and wiser. 
The present breeder has tbe advantage of established 
breeds. The wisdom and experience of former gen¬ 
erations is concentrated in the breed; they can take 
advantage of the genius of their ancestors, and ought 
to improve upon the works of those wtio have gone be¬ 
fore them. If one man can breed a fast nag, another 
can imitate bis example, by using the same means he 
esD attain tbe same end.

' I Arab Horses. 

I I Tbe article on Arabia in the second volume of the 
new edition of the “Encyclopedia Britannic” is by 
William Palgrave, one of the first authorities upon the 
. Hiihjecl. K good portion of bis article is given to that 
ttieme of never-failing wonder, the Arab horse. He 
says ; 

•'Reared under an open shed, and early habituated to 
the sight of man, to the sound and glitter of weaiions 
and to all the accessories of human life, the colt grows 
uj) free from vice or timidity, and even acquires a de¬ 
gree of intelligeuce that surprises ii .stranger. Barley 
and dates are the chief stall provender; but the grass 
of ibe pasture grounds, in the selection of which much 
cure is taken, is the ordinary nourishmeut of an Arab 
iMirsc. Of water the uliowauce is always kept purpose¬ 
ly .scant. A good Nejdec will canter four-and-twenty 
hours in summer time and eigUt-aud-forty in winter 
without once requiring a drink. Raw meat, dried, is 
occasionly given in small quantities when extra e.xer- 
tion is required; lucerne grass is employed for lower¬ 
ing tbe tone. 

Geldings are very rare. The color that most fre¬ 
quently occurs is gray; then comes chestnut, then 
while and sorrel; mottled gray and black are now and 
then to bo found, dark buy never. Colls arc ridden 
early—too early, indeed—in tlieir third, or even second 
year, and arc soon broken into a steady walk or canter, 
and to the ambling pace which is a special favorite 
with Arab riders; racing, an Arab amuseincnl from 
time immemorial, and the game of “jcrzed,"a kind 
of tournament, or mock fight, with blunt palm slicks, 
highly popular throughout the peninsula, complete the 
training aa to wind and puce. 

baddies arc seldom used in Nejd, and stirrups never; 
but both arc occasionally emjtloyed in Hijaz and Ye- 
man. So it is, also, with bits, the place of which is 
taken in Nejd by halter-ropes, the real guidance of the 
animal being almost wholly effected by llic pressure of 
the rider's leg and knee.

owner. But Arab horses do not commonly enter tents, 
nor, in a general way, do they share the Limily meals, 
nor are they habitually kissed and cried over, as llie 
imagiuatioo or credulity of some narrator bus suggest¬ 
ed, An Arab flying for nis life has. indeed, been known 
to give Ihe only morsel of bread about him to his 
horse rather than eat himself—an act in which self- 
preservation had as liijge a share as atfcction. 

Lastly, the standing prohibition of horse selling from 
Nejd has really nothing more romantic in it than nar¬ 
row-minded application of the principles of protective 
monopoly; in other cases, reluctance to conclude a ' 
bargain simply indicates that the offer made was in- ^ 
sufficient."

Many of the wisest men and women of all ages have 
taken great delight in playing these games, and some 
have spent much valuable time and study in their 
analysis. These are very infatuating games, and re 
quire the player to use discretion in not allowing him 
self to pursue them to the neglect of his legitimate 
doty. Of all pastimes we know of none more worthy 
of the attention than the8e,-for they are the king of all 
games. They are pure in their character, and can be 
played at the fireside at home as well as away. Many 
of our respectable cities have regular clubs formed for 
the playing of these two noble games, and we be 
lieve that it would be well if there were more of them 
In addition to affording a respectable and favorite 
place of resort for young men, they act as guardians 
.in keeping them from places of evil resort. Let their 
numbers increase is, we believe, judicious advice.

Trk Timet, of Grand Rapids, Mich., in referring to 
a report that has been in circulation concerning an act 
passed by the last legislature, proMbiting net fishing in 
that State after November, that U has taken pains to 
look up the matter, and find that the act refers to that 
part of Lake Erie within the boundaries of this State, 
and to the Detroit and St. Clair rivers. The only gen¬ 
eral provision relative to the use of nets is in act 188, 
section 4, which prohibits the use of sweep nets exceed¬ 
ing 160 fathoms in length in any waters of the State. 
Beyond this, there is a provision that no speckled trout 
shall be taken from any waters of the Slate from Sep¬ 
tember to May, nor grayling from November to June, 
and at no time except by hook and line.
